Hill cemetery where

President Sherman's death, though it 
liad been expected hourly was received 
with profound sorrow in official .Wash- 
ington. 
At the capitol, where every 


attache considered him a friend, in thd 
government departments where he was. 
«. frequent visitor, among the cabinet of- 
ficers and in the diplomatic corps, where 
he had many close friends, the announce- 
ment will cause genuine regret. 


Chief Justice White of the supreme 


court is expected to assign two asso- 
ciate justices to represent tho court at 
the funeral. 


President Taft will issun a proclama- 


tion directing that for thirty days all 
tlio United States embassies and lega- 
tions abroad 
shall 
observe mourning. 


Tim (lags over the white house, tho 
dome of tho capitol and the public 
buildings in Washington will be half 
masted tomorrow and until the day of 
tho funeral. From the navy department 
and the war department orders were 
flashed out to all army posts, ships at 
sea, navy yards and insular possessions 
to put flags at half mast until the day 
of the funeral. 
The draping of pub- 


lic buildings with mourning is prohibited 
by law. 


Many members of the diplomatic corps 


are expected to attend the funeral ser- 
vices, though not officially. 


According to the constitution the suc- 


cession to the vice presidency now goes 
to-Secretary Knox of the stivta depart- 
ment, who also figures as a presidential 
possibility should the election throw the 
contest into the house. 


Mr. Sherman was thn fifth vice presi- 


dent whose death in office shocked tlio 
nation. 
Vice President King, tried dur- 


ing Pierce's administration; Vice Presi- 
lent Wilson, during that of Grant; Vico 
President Hcmlricks. during that of Cleve- 
land and Vice President Hobart, during 
MeKinluy's first term. 


Elected at aa early age to the ouyor- 
ship of his native city the continued con- 
fidence of his 
community vru shown 


by his election for ten terms as a rep- 
resentative in the national congress. As 
a legislator he at once took and retained 
high rank and displayed such attributes 
of upright and wide atatesmanship a* 
to command him to the people of the 
United States for the second highest of- 
fice within their gift. As presiding of- 
ficer of the senate he won tbe respect 
and esteem of all for his fairness and im- 
partiality. His private life was noble 
and good. His genial disposition and 
attractiveness 
of character 
endeared 


him to all whose privilege It was to 
know him. His devotion to the best in- 
terests of his native land will endear 
his memory to his fellow countrymen. 


"In respect to his memory and the 


eminent and various services of thu 
high official an<l patriotic public servant 
I direct that on the day «f the funeral 
executive offices of the United States 
shall be clotted and all posts and station* 
of tbe army and navy shall display the 
national flag at half most and that the- 
representatives of the United States in 
foreign coutries shall pay appropriate 
tribute to the illustrious dead for a 
period of thirty days.

Newspaper dispatches during the past few days had 


in a measure prepared the public for tidings of the death 
of James Schoolcraft Sherman. The passing of the \ICQ 
president will, however, occasion much sorrow among 
those who were familiar with the unique personality of 
the Tfl«-Ti quite apart from the shock that naturally conies 
\rith the dread summons to one occupying the second 
highest political place in the land. Though but 57 years 
of age, Mr. Sherman's public career had been proportion- 
ately an extended one. Entering politics early in life, he 
was first mayor of his home city and later was repeatedly 
elected to congress as a representative from the Utica 
district, and was regarded as one of the strong figures in 
the lower house. 


It was not, however, until his election as vice presi- 


i 'dent on the ticket with Mr. Taft that Mr. Sherman came 
to be a figure of national character, and the country came 
to know him better. It is inevitable that Mr. Sherman's 
active participation in the battles of politics should have 
made him enemies, both within his party and without, and 
'Mi1. Sherman had political enemies. . But he also had 
friends, a legion of them, who stood unflinchingly in his 
support because they shared the views, admired the cour- 
age and loved the personality of the man. The condition 
was but the natural consequence of a forceful career. The 
man with decided views, with deaf-cut principles along 
any line of endeavor whatever, Avill meet resistance' as 
well as encouragement, and opposition is often the highest 
possible tribute to character. 


.'But perhaps the dominant trait of Mr.-Sherman's per- 


sonality is best expressed in the sobriquet "Sunny Jim," 
by which he came to be almost universally known. It was 


. well earned, for he had a dispositio-n that inevitably car- 
ried cheer and reflected the sunny glow that must have 
pervaded his genial soul. Smiles carried Mr. Sherman far 
on the journey through life and won him the hearts of men. 
They enabled him to achieve results where bitterness and 
frigidity of disposition would have failed. And .after all 
in any estimate of Mr. Sherman's life arid accomplish- 
ments, this must weigh heavily in computing the sum 


. total of good and of usefulness which.this admirable man 


.gave to his friends, his party and the country which hon- 


:- . ored him. 


ia granted the solid south, and even Mr. 
Barnes does not dispute him that, with

In Illinois the bat- 
tle appears to be between Wilson and 
Roosevc-lt. Roosevelt's Illinois strength 
is impressive. Wilson might lose Illin- 
ois. 
In New York and Pennsylvania 


it surely appears today that Roosevelt 
and Taft will divide so many of the re- 
publican votes that Wilson will carry 
New York, possibly Pennsylvania. Of 
course, any pre-election demonstration 
of political strength cannot he positive. 
From ' a standpoint of non-partisanship 
it is not hard to figure out Wilson's 
election beyond a reasonable doubt. Ad- 
mitting even 
more than- a reasonable 


doubt, we can hardly conceive how any 
forecaso can prove the election of either 
Taft or Roosevelt, with fairness. 
In 


case Wilson is beaten it is quite cer- 
tain that neither Taft nor Roosevelt 
will have a majority in the electora' 
college.

She commenced 


ier dinner with fruit, being able to eat 
,ny kind except peaches or bananas. 
Then she ate a small piece of lean 
meat or fish, spinach, celery, raw or 
stewed tomatoes without sugar, cauli- 
lowcr or cabbage—only one kind of 
,-cgetable and one kind of meat being 
?aten at a me'al. With these she bad 
,wo slices of well toasted bread or their 
equivalent in wafers. 
Before she re- 


:ired at night «he drank a glass of hot 
water in which she squeezed the juice 
of half a lemon. Upon this. diet and 
with the exercise she lost about three 
rounds a week, which is as rapidly as 
one should reduce one's flesh. Other- 
wise the skin will become wrinkled and 
loose. It can easily be seen that if one 
wishes to lose 25 pounds of flesh it 
will take ten weeks, yet the ordinary 
woman will not have the courage to 
attempt or the patience to continue 
his Spartan way of living, even to re- 
cover her youthful lines. .

It is 
idle to'ask us not to exercise the power 
of the government when only by tuc 
power of the. government can we" curb 
the greed that sits in high places, when 
only by the exercise of the governmenl 
can we exalt the lowly and give heart 
to the humble and downtrodden. 


"We are for facts and not for formulas 


We care for deeds and not for words 
We recognize no sacred right of oppres- 
sion.. We recognize no divine right to 
work injustice. 


"We stand for the constitution. Wi 


recognize that one of its most usefu 
functions is the protection of property 
But we will not consent to make of the 
constitution a fetich for the protection 
of fossilised wrong. 
We call the. at 


tention of these who thus interpret i 
to the fast that in that great instru 
ment of justice life and liberty are pu 
on a full..level with.property, indeed, ar 
enumerated 'ahead of it in the order' o 
their importance. 


Right to Make Law«. 


'•"We stand for an upright judiciary 


But when the judges claim the right to 
make our kws by finally interpreting 
them, by finally deciding whether or 
not we have the power to make them, 
then we claim the right ourselves to ex- 
ercise that power. We forbid any men, 
no matter what 
their oflicial position 


may be, to usurp the right which is 
ours, the right which is the people's.

But i t is in civil life 
as it is in war. 


"In war, it is the man behind the 


gun that counts most, and yet he can- 
not do his work'Unless he has the right 
kind of a gun. 
In civil life, in the 


everyday life of our natio», it is individ- 
ual character which counts most; and yet 
the individual character 
cannot avail 


unless, in 
addition 
thereto, there lie 


ready to hand the social weapons which 
can be forged only by law and by public 
opinion operating true and operated upon 
by law.- - 


Applying Golden Rule. 


"Again, friends, do not forget that we 


are proposing no new principles; the 
doctrines we preach reach back to the 
golden rule and the 
Sermon 
on the 


Mount'- They reach back to the com- 
mandments delivered at Sinai. AH that 
we are doing is to apply these doctrines 
in the shape necessary to make them 
available for meeting the living issues 
of our own day. 


"We decline to be bound by the empty 


little cut and dried formulas of bygone 
philosophies, useful once perhaps, but 
useless now. Our purpos.e is to shackle 
greedy cunning as 
we shackle brutal 


force, and we are not to be diverted 
from this purpose by the appeal to dead 
dogmas advanced in the past. We pro- 
pose to lift the burdens from the lowly 
and the wenry. from the poor and the 
appressed." We propose to stand for the 
sacred riphts of. childhood and woman- 
hood. 
Nay. more, we propose to see, 


that manhood is not crushed out of the! 
men who toil, by excessive hours of la- 
bor, by underpayment, by injustice and 
oppression. 


Human Rights First 


"When this purpose can only be se- 


cured by the collective action of our peo- 
ple through their governmental agencies, 
we propose to secure it. We brush aside 
the arguments of those who seek to bar 
action by the repetition of some formula' 
amout 'states' rights' or about 'the his- 
tory of liberty' being 'the history of 
the limitation of governmental power,' 
or about the duty o£ the courts finally to 
rctermine the mtaing of the constitu- 
tion. 


'•We arc for human rights, and we in- 


tend to work for them in efficient fash- 
ion. 
Where they can be best obtained 


by the application of the doctrine? of 
states' rights, then we are for states' 
right*. -Where.- in order to obtain t'nrn. 
U i* neceM&ry to invoice the pwoer of 


lieve that in very truth this is a gov- 
ernment by the. people, themselves, that 
the constitution 
is theirs; 
that the 


courts are'theirs; that all the govern- 
mental agents and agencies are theirs. 


"We beJieve that all true leaders of 


the people must fearlessly stand for 
righteousness and honestv. must fear- 
lessly tell the people what justice and 
honor demand. But we no less' atrong- 
Iv insist that ifc is for the people them 
selves finally to decide all questions of 


mblic policy and to have their decision, 
nade effective. 


Holds Platform Specific. 


"In the platform formulated by the 


progressive party we set forth clearly 
ind specifically our faith in every vital 
point at issue before the people. We 
fiave declared our position on the trusts 
and on the tariff, on the machinery for 
securing genuine popular government; 
on the method of meeting the needs of 
the farmer, of the business man and of 
the man who toils with his hands, in 
the mine or on the railroad, in the fac- 
tory or the 
shops. 
There 
is not a 


promise we have made which cannot be 
kept. There is not a promise we have 
made that will not be kept. Our plat- 
form is a covenant with the people of 
the United States, and if we are given 
the power we will live up to that cove- 
nant in letter and in spirit. 
• "We Lnow that there are in life in- 
justices which we are powerless to rem- 
edy, but we know also that there is 
much injustice which can be remedied 
and this injustice we intend to remedy. 
We know that the lonjt path leading 
upward to the light cannot be traversed 
at once or in a day or in a year, but 
there are certain • steps that can be tak- 
en at once. These we intend to -take. 
Then, having taken these first steps, 
we shall see more clearly how to walk 
still further with, a bolder stride. 


••"We do not intend to attempt the 


impossible. 
But there is much, .very 


much, that is • possible in the way of 
righting wrong and remedying injus- 
tice; and all that is possible we intend 
to do. We intend to strike down priv- 
ilege, to-equalize opportunity, to wrest 
justice from the hands that do injus- 
tice, to hearten and strengthen men anc 
women lor the hard battle of life. 


Spirit of Real Brotherhood. 


"We stand shoulder to shoulder in a 


spirit of real brotherhood. We recog- 
nize no difference 
of 
class, creed or 


birthplace. We recognize no sectional- 


sm." Our appeal is made to the east-1 
erner no less than to the westerner. Our 
ippeal is made to the southerner no less

dent McKinley offered him s. post as one 
of the appraisers of the port of New- 
York. 


Mr. Sherman's constituents in the 


Dneida-Herkimer district, however, held 
a mass meeting and asked his eo con- 
tinue to represent them in congress, and 
lie. declined the president's offer. . 


That same year, while Mr. Sherman 


was chairman of the state convention, he 
was for several days a close rival of 
Theodore Eoosevelt for the nomination 
to the vice presidency. 


Boomed For Speaker. 


In the fall of 1902 Mr. Sherman was 


the principal of a boom for "the speaker- 
ship, but he ended it himself. - Sereno 
E. Payne was also a candidate at the 
time and Mr. Sherman sent a letter to 
every congressman in New York state, 
announcing he was not a candidate for 
speaker. 


Mr. Sherman stuck to his congressionaJ 


position, until he was nominated for the 
vice presidency and elected on the tick- 
et with Mr. Taft in 1908 to be renomin- 
ated as President Taft's running mate 
at Chicago this year. 


Until he became vice president Mr. 


Sherman was best known through his 
activities as chairman of the republican 
congressional 
committee in charge of 


the 1906 campaign. It was then that 
he earned the soubriquet "Send Tour 


Dollar Jim" or "Dollar Jim," as the 
solicitor and recipient of the dollar con- 
;ributions which were sought-among the 
>eople generally at President 
Roose- 


velt's suggestion.

Sherman, for the first time in his con- 
jrcssional career, had to make a real 
Ight for his seat. A strong opposition 
md been organized in his district, both 
within and without the republican par- 
;y. The anti-organization men had with 
ihem Samuel Gompers, of the American 
Federation of Labor, the United Labor- 
"tes, 
and the Independence Leaguers. In 


ipito of this opposition, Mr. Sherman 
beat his democratic opponent by a. vote 
of 24,027 to 19,757. 


Mr. Sherman's most important ap- 


pointments while in congress were those 
of chairman of the Indian affairs com- 
mittee and member of the rules com- 
mittee. 
His record on the Indian af- 


fairs committee was attacked by Sen- 
ator Gore, of Oklahoma, while Mr. Sher- 
man was vice president. Testifying at 
the Indiana land sales inquiry, the sen- 
ator charged that Mr. Sherman had been 
interested 
in certain land contracts. 


Senator Gore later admitted he had 
made the charge on hearsay evidence, 
and the vice president was entirely. 
cleared. 


Another Attack Failed. 


In a. somewhat similar way Mr. Sher- 


man was attacked while making his 
first campaign as Mr. Taft's running 
mate. A'sensation of a day was caused 
by charges that he had used his posi- 
tion in congress to further the inter- 
ests of the Mexican Lumber and Devel- 
opment company, but it was foxmd that 
the charges rested on the unconfirmed 
testimony of a discredited employe of 
the defunct concern. 


In the fight for the control ot- the 


party at the state convention in 1910 
Mr. Sherman broke his friendship with 
Col. 
Roosevelt and allied himself with 


the colonel's opponents at 
Saratoga, 


where he contested with Mr Eoosevelt 
the temporary chairmanship. He was 
defeated in his own county in 'the fight 
to secure the twenty-three delegates, 
failing even to carry his own ward 
against the progressive element. 


Had Host of Friends.

Sherman's personal popularity. He had 
a host of friends among the democratic 
is well as in his own'party at Wash-' 
ngton.

when there was neither a president pro 
tern of the senate nor a speaker of the 
house; the other reason being that the 
death of'a president and vice president 
might, under the act of 1701, throw the 
executive control of the government into 
the hands of the opposition party. 


It wai the idea of maintaining the 


same party control throughout the en- 
tire time for which an administration 
had been chosen that mainly influenced 
the transfer of the succession from of- 
ficers of 
congress to 
officers of 
the 


cabinet. 


No President'Pro Tern Mow. 


At present there is no president pro 


tern of the senate to succeed automa- 
tically to the duties ordinarily devolv- 
ing on the vice president. In this very 
fact is to be found one of the most 
serious situations resulting from 
the 


death of Vice President Sherman. For 
several years the 'late Senator Frye, of 
Maine, was president pro tern of the 
senate, but ho resigned the office when 
the illness which resulted fatally broke 
down'his health. 


The republican caucus then named 


Senator Jacob H. Gallinger, of New 
Hampshire, as its candidate for presi- 
dent pro tern and the democrats named 
Senator Augustus 0 Bacon, of Georgia. 
The insurgent republicans • refused to 
support Senator Gallinger and'cast their 
votes' for Senator Clapp, of Minnesota. 


This precipitated a deadlock. Day al- 


ter day ballots were taken and finally, 
it being useless to keep up the play, all 
effort'to select a president pro tem was 
abandoned. 


Subsequently, ^when Vice President 


Sherman was absent for a long period 
on account of illness, the senate, in. or- 
der to conduct its business at all,'was 
put to the expedient of choosing the 
-president pro tem. to act temporarily 
only, and this 'was done through an 
amicable arrangement whereby Senator 
Gallinger and Senator Bacon alternated 
in the chair of the presiding officer. 


Must Elect One'in December. 


The first duty that will confront the 


senate when congress, convenes in De- 
cember will be the election of'a presi- 
dent pro tem. Tbe makeshift arrange- 
ment can no longer endure, in view of 
the permanent vacancy'created by the 
death of the vice president. Perhaps 
with tbe mellowing of factional feeling 
to some extent after a settlement at 
tbe polls of some "of the issues that en- 
gendered it, the republicans may be able 
to come together again and name Sena- 
tor Gallinger. 


The tenure of the president pro tem, 


if elected when congress reconvenes, 
would in all probability be no longer 
than March 4 at the latest, when tho 
changes in the senate are liable to make 
it easy for one party to choose without 
any division in its ranks.
